Government Points Out Use

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—A review of 
the principal events in the progress of 
clicap transportation elm-ins the last'40 
years, .lust published by the Department 
of Agriculture, shows the effect which 
the system of inland waterways formed 
by the Groat .Lakes hold -in marketing a 
large portion of the 
Brain crop of tha 
United States. 
The report enumerates 


tho various Improvements which have 
been made In lake channels, the ordi- 
nary depth of wa.ter^afc. the. shallowest 
point in 1871 bsing 14 feet, while in 1909 
this depth was Increasec} to 21 feet. The 
lake boats built now are more than six 
times as large as those built when the 
channel was seven feet shallower. 


RATES ARE LOWER. 


Freig-ht rates for carrying grain on the 
lakes are much lower than in the days 
of -shallow channels and small boats. The 
average rate for wheat from Chicago to 
Buffalo has decreased to less than one- 
fourth the average for 1871-75. Railroad 
freight rates have declined, too, during 
the last 40 years, the average rat? from 
Chicago to New York by all-rail routes 
being for several years less than one- 
half the charge of 35 and 40 years ago.

bulletin adds that 
during the last ten years only 7 per cent 
of the total grain shipped from Duluth.
